Will Double Loop Capacity. 

It ie claimed for the plan proposed that 
it will practically double the capacity of the 
loop. This, it is figured out, will serve until 
a subway system can be bullt which can be 
used partly by elevated roads in the down- 
town district. The roade are figuring, how- 
ever, that ultimately they will need the in- 
creased loop capacity, the subway, and the 
stub end terminals as well to handle their 
business. 

The proposition made by the companies 
was embodied in a report to the Northwest- 
ern company by the engineering firm of 
Ford, Bacon & Davis of New York, which 
had been employed by K to solve the loop 
problem and has been at work on it since 
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routes for either the north or south sides be 
given transfers good at any station on the loop.

Metropolitan Cars in Lake Street. 


That the Humboldt Park and Logan Square 
branches of the Metropolitan L come to the 
loop on the Lake street road by means of « 
curve at Paulina street where they cross. This 
it is argued would be more satisfactory to the 
passengers, and would correspondingly relieve 
the main line of the Metropolitan IL,“ now 
badly evererowser, even with its stub end 
terminal. 

That the Northwestern “LL” be allowed not 
only to build its proposed stub end terminal 
at Clark and North Water streets, but that this 
terminal be extended across the river by a 
bridge at Dearborn street, so as to provide 
against accidents to the Wells street bridge and 
allow that road to operate while the latter 
bridge is being reconstructed. 

That the loop station platforms be lengthened 
so that six car trains can stop at them, and that 
station stops be rearranged in a more scientific 
manner, 


With these changes the engineers promise 
a practical doubling of the capacity of the 
loop. Now, the best it can do is to accony 
modate 588 cars an hour. They say that 
under the new arrangement it could handle 
1,164 cars an hour. 


President Starring Sends Letter. 


The matter was brought toa head yester- 
day, when President Mason B. Starring of 
the Northwestern sent Ald. Foreman a copy 
of the engineers’ report, with a letter, which. 
among other things, said: 

“ Referring to your letter of Feb. 6. in 
which I stated that the engineers employed 
by the Northwestern company were then fig- 
uring on the question of through routing, I 
beg leave to inclosé you their statement. It 
speaks for itself and includes through rout- 
ing and exchange of transfers, which, in con- 
nection with other improvements, together 
form a comprehensive plan to relieve the sit- 
uation for a long time into the future.“ 


Committee to Meet Tuesday. 


“The transportation committee will meet 
Tuesday,” said Chairman Foreman last 
night, and take up the whole matter. There 
is no use of getting together sooner. as all 
phases of it cannot be brought before us 
until that time. The idea is to make one bite 
of the cherry and settle the loop question 
as an entirety and not by plecemeal. 

For a time the companies were disposed 
to hold off. They said through routes were 
nonsense and universal transfers could not 
be thought about. The city administration, 
however, was disposed to take a different 
view of the situation. It had pretty good in- 
formation to the effect that the companies 
would have to come to through routing and 
transfers ultimately anyhow, and all they 
wanted to do was to postpone what to them 
seemed the evil day. 

They have been figuring for some long 
time on a consolidation plan, but Will not 
be able to work it out for a year or so. With 
consolidation, of course, through routes and 
universal transfers would go as a matter of 
course. They would have to do it as a pure 
matter of economical operation of the road, 
but until they got that consolidation their 
idea was to tide over affairs by getting per- 
mission to lengthen their platforms and also 
some similar favors which would have helped 
for the time being. 

The position of the city, however, is that 
the whole matter must be considered at once, 
and the position taken by the Northwestern 
road today is pretty good evidence that the

After Three South Side Ministers Had 
Said No One Consents. 


Jewish circles will be interested today to 
learn hat Miss Perle Frank was married 
last night to A. Bernhard Niermam of New 
York. It was an elopement and the bridel 
couple are now speeding eastward on a Lake 
Shore train that left Chicago at 8 o'clock 
this morning. , 

The marriage was performed by the Rev. 
Lazarus Anixter, rabbi of a Jewish con- 
gregation at 3019 Wabash avenue. Several 
rabbis who were called upon earlier in the 
evening refused to officiate because of the 
bride’s youth and the fact that she did not 
have the consent of her parents, Mr. and 
Mrs. Juliue Frank, 956 West Monroe street. 

David D. Weiss was master of ceremonies 
and it was up to him to find a minister who 
would tie the nuptial knot according to the 
Jewish rite. Mr. Weiss started out at 5 
o'clock in the afternoon. He wes whisked 
over to the Ghetto in an automobile and in 
less than an hour had called upon five rabbis, 
all of whom turned him down. 


Rabbis Know Girl’s Father. 

“T know the girl's father, was what each 
of the rabbis told Weiss, and I'll not marry 
her to anybody without the parents’ con- 
gent“ 

Going then to the south side, Weiss called 
upon two or three rabbis whom he knew. 
Again he was doomed to disappointment. 

In the meantime Nierman and Miss Frank 
had gone to the home of Nlerman's father 
at 2016 State street. Weiss drove up at 7 
o'clock, but there was no minister with him. 

After a hurried conference it was decided 
that the young couple should go to Crown 
Point, Ind., where a rabbi could be found 
who would marry them. Weiss made a 
quick trip to Automobile row to arrange 
for a machine that would take the party to 
Crown Point and land them back in Chicago 
before 8 o'clock. None of the garages would 
guarantee. to make the trip within the speci- 
fied time, because of the bad roads. 

“What luck, Dave?“ asked Nierman as 
Weiss returned. 

Nothing doing, Barney,“ was his reply. 
Couldn't get an automobile man in town to 
take the contract. I've got one more card 
up my sleeve, and it will be my last. It I 
don't come back in fifteen minutes with a 
rabbi we'll declare all bets off for tonight. 


Rabbi Found at Last. 

The automobile was off again, this time 
headed for the home of the Rev. Mr. Anix- 
ter. On arrival there it was found that Mr. 
Anixter was preparing to retire. Mr. Weiss, 
who by this time had learned to plead with 
tears in his eyes, softened the heart of the 
rabbi, and he consented. Bundling the rabbi 
and his wife into the auto, Weiss took them 
to the synagogue at 3019 Wabash avenue.

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FIRE IN TELEPHONE BUILDING 


CAUSES A LOSS OF $25,000. 


Twenty Girls in the Main Exchange Re- 
main at Work When Dense Clouds of 
Smoke Fill the Room. 


Fire in the basement of the four story 
building occupied by the Chicago Telephone 
company, 191-8 Washington street, caused a 
loss of $25,000 to supplies at 1 o’colck this 
morning. Twenty girls who were in the Main 
exchange, next door west. were alarmed by 


the smoke that drifted up through the ele- 


vator shaft. Two of them fainted and there 
was some fright, but none left the building 
and their fears were soon allayed. 

There were no employés in the builiding 


in which the fire occurred except watchmen. 


As a result of the blaze a number of the 


telephone lines were put out of use. Thefire . 


was confined to the basement, which was 
stored with instruments, wires, and other 
valuable property, and this is a practical 
loss. 

The upper floors of the building are used by 
the company as employment rooms, schools 
for new operators, and storerooms. At the 
time there was no one in these rooms. For 
several years this building was oceupied by 
the principal exchanges in the downtown dis- 


trict, 

After the Dig building was constructed on 
the corner to the west, the old structure was 
retained by the com pfiny and was occupied 
entirely for its various uses.

FAIR FEATURE IS SPOILED. 


Testifies It Was of Perfect Type of 
Beauty, and Wins Jury. 


Beauty attendant upon @ perfect Grecian 
nose was valued at 2.800 by a jury in the 
Superior court yesterday afternoon. Dr. 
Bessie M. Andrus, a handsome young physi- 
clan, with an office at 824 West North avenue, 
suffered injury to her nose on a North ave- 
nue street car some time agb and sued for 
$20,000 damages. She said she wae satisfied 
with the jury’s decision, though the disaster 
to her nose has been considerable. 

Dr. Andrus was injured on Oct. 25, 1006, 
while boarding a North avenue car in front 
of her office. She was just stepping up to the 
front platform when the brake was suddenly 
released by the motorman and the handle 
struck her in the nose. She was rendered 
unconscious and physicians found that she 
had suffered a compound fracture of her 
nose. Seven stitches were necessary. 


Tells Story of Disaster. 

On the witness stand in Judge McSurely’s 
court yesterday the young physician recited 
the story of the accident and commented upon 
the form of her nose. 

“Tt was of the perfect type,“ she said. 
„Many persons admired the beauty of my 
nose and commented upon its graceful and 
perfect lines. It was what is commonly called 
a perfect Grecian nose. Since the accident its 
beauty has been marred and spoiled.” 

Dr. Andrus thereupon turned her head so 
that the members of the jury might see for 
themselves that her nose still bore the marks 
of the conflict with the street car brake. 

For some time after the accident, as Dr. 
Andrus also pointed out to the jury, she was 
unable to pursue her profession, and she said 
she had lost many patients and much money 
as a result. She said she had spent approxi- 
mately §500 in an attempt to have her nose 
straightened and beautified. ; 

Judge McSurely’s instructions to the jury 
were considered extremely favorable by the 
plaintiff, and while the jurymen were delib- 
erating she expressed the belief that she 
would receive at least $10,000 for her injury. 
It required a half hour for the jury to reach 
a decision. 

Beauty Woman’s Greatest Wealth. 

Later, when the verdict came in, she ex- 
pressed satisfaction. “ Beauty is the great- 
est wealth a woman can have,” she declared. 

„„ felt much grieved after I had regained 
consciousness and found that my nose had 
been broken. Of course, | realized that if 
I brought suit against the traction company 
that 1 would get much notoriety out of the 
case, but 1 decided to stand for K. 

“T still have a small! scar on the right side 
of my nose where the brake struck me, and 
my nowe still is swollen. I was unable to 
attend to my practice for some time after 
the accident, but I must say I have no com- 
plaint to make against the verdict.” 

Dr. Andrus is a graduate of two medical 
colleges in Chicago and is sald to have @ 
good practice in the e et her 
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Chicago Heights, and the police were noti- 
fied.

The article attacking Father Renzullo te 
signed, “One of your loyal parishionera,”’ 
and is exceedingly vile. 


Fears Series of Assassinations. 


“ Judging from these printed attacks on 
individual priests and the clergy in general 
and the organization of anti-clerical societies 
where inflaming speeches are made, is it un- 
reasonable to suppose that Chicago is the 
headquarters of a gang of assassins deter- 
mined to rid the world of us, and is it tm- 
probable that they have planned already te 
commit some heinous crimes here?” said 
Father Dunne. 

The murder of Father Heinrichs in Den- 
ver and the editortale following which at- 
tempt to imbitter our parishioners against 
us at last have aroused me to do my best to 
rid the city of this class of men. I'm in this 
fight now to stay until I succeed or am killed 
by one of the cowardly wretches.” 

Attorney A. H. Gualano, Ashland block. 
formerly a member of the Giordano Brune 
Anti-Clerical club, and son-in-law of Dr. C. 
Volini, president of the White Hand society, 
said that his opinion was that the murder of 
Father Heinrichs in Denver might be fob 
lowed by the killing of priests in Chicago. 

“Who will commit these crimes?” he wag 
asked. 

Some Ignorant Man Would Kill. 

“Some one, perhaps a poor misguided 
wretch who will believe that in killing a 
priest he is striking a blow for Garibaidi 
and liberty,” he replied. 

„But,“ he continued, “ the discussion of 
the probable attacks on the clergy here is do- 
ing harm to the good Malian people of Chi- 
cago. The Giordano Bruno club, of which I 
formerly was a member, is composed of 
peaceable young men, who not for one mo- 
ment would countenance such a crime. A 
murder will be committed—mark my word— 
but not by members of the anti-clerica! so- 
clety, for these men are educated and are 
directly opposed to violence.“ 

Dr. Volini came out yeeterday in defense 
of Editor Mastro Valerio, whe bitterly t- 
tacked Chancellor Dunne tn 4 recent issue 
of his paper. 

„There is {i lfeeling between Father Dunne 
and Volini over the naming of a school bulide 
ing after Garibaldi, declared Mir. Gualano. 
“The article printed about the chancellor. 
however, would not incite one te violence.” 


FUNERAL OF FATHER HEINRICHS. 

Denver, Colo., Feb. 26.—The body of the 
Rev. Father Leo Heinrichs was taken from 
St. Elizabeth's chureh today to the Union 
station, where it was placed aboard the Bur- 
lington train to be forwarded to Paterson, 
N. J., where the Franciscan fathers have 
their American headquarters.

WARRANT GOES TO PARIS. 


New Hampshire Authorities Try 
to Have Fugitive Brought 
Back for Trial.

New York, Feb. 28. — [Special. I- Mrs. Paul 
Roy, known on the operatic stage as Glacia 
Calla, tonight told what she called the whole’ 
story of the killing of her brother on Jan. 2 
by her husband, following a dispute in their 
Newington, N. H., home. 

Mrs. Roy said she had promised at the time 
of the.shooting to shield her husband, but his 
flight from the country, together with his 
denial of the legality of his marraige to her, 
has so stung her that she will not rest until 
Roy is sent to the electric chair.“ 

She has sworn out a warrant for Roy's 
arrest, and.the document has been sent to 
the Paris police. 


Story of the Tragedy. 

‘Miss Calla, as she prefers to be called, 
came here several daye ago and has since 
made her home with der cousin, George E. 
Hodgdon, a dealer in automobile supplies. 
When seen tonight she said: 

I met my husband in Paris; his father is 
a dealer in horses. We were married ih the 
city hall in Boston last October. We went 
to Newington, N. H., where my mother has 
a house a quarter of a mile from her Own. 

On the night of Jan. 2 my brother, Mr. 
Roy, and myself intended to go to a concert. 
My husband wanted me to wear an automo- 
bile veil as we were going to the concert 
in our automobile. I said I'd wear a hat. 

What, a large picture hat, so that you'll 
make a conquest?’ said Mr. Roy. 

We then bad some words. I glanced at 
my brother and he glanced back at me. He 
slightly nodded his head. I knew he wanted 
me to leave the room and so I stepped into 
the butler’s pantry. 

“ Immediately I heard several shots. How 
many I do not knew.

School Trustees Delay ‘Execution 
at the Last Minute. 


AWAIT HIGH COURT’S RULING 


Members of Chicago Board Induced to 
Pause by Dr. White. 


The charmed life of the Chicago high school 
„ frats’’ vindicated itself again last evening 
at the meeting of the board of education. 

Just as the ax—in the form of President 
Schneiders anti- frat  resolution—wis 
about to fall a new reason delaying the ex- 
ecution was presented, and with Trustees 
White and De Bey looking on smilingly the 
ill fated resolution was sent back again to the 
school management committee. Evidently 
the fraternity members have their fingers 
crossed. 

It seems probable now that the secret so- 
cieties, which already have weathered three 
months of discussion since President Schnei- 
der introduced his resolution, will have their 
lease of life extended until the April term 
of the Illinois Supreme court. At that time 
the court will give the final decision on the 
legality of the board’s present restrictive 
rule, and some of the school trustees feel 
the more drastic measure should wait. 


Dr. White Starts Fireworks. 


Dr. White's opposition to the resolution 
was expressed with a vigor that made his 
colleagues sit up and take notice. When he 
characterised the measure as a strange 
proceeding for a law abiding body,” and. 
without any particular effort to conceal his 
meaning, charged the whole thing was an 
undignified attempt to get even with the 
fraternities for defying the beard in the 
courts, several of the trustees looked as 
though they wanted to say what was in 
their hearts. But nobody did. 

This measure is unjust and, as a matter 
of fact, uncalled for,” said Dr. White. “ It 
seems to me the educational department, 
and, indeed, the whole board, has got un- 
reasonably panicky over this matter. You 
are not offering any compromise in this. 
You are stamping these youngsters as a lot 
of culprits. 

“Tt is a strange proceeding for a law 
abiding body, when the question of your 
first rule is still before the Supreme court, 
that you are planning a more drastic meas- | 
ure. At least it would be more courteous 
to wait until the first is passed upon.

Trustee Robinson, 
as chairman of the school management com- 
mittee, suggested that the measure perhaps 
can wait a little longer, and without further 
discussion the measure was sent back to the 
committee to await the pleasure of the Su- 
preme court. 

At the suggestion of Trustee Raymond 
Robins an amendment to guard against se- 
cret organizations outside the schools was 
drafted by Assistant School Attorney Shan- 
non and inserted in the resolution.

‘Witnesses Deseribe Horrors in 
Pontiac Reformatory. 


BOY STRUNG UP 17 DAYS.

Favorite Form of Discipline Is to Turn 
Water on Unruly. | 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. } 

Pontiac, III., Feb. 26.—{Special.]—A trunk 
filled with detailed stories of torture of every 
conceivable variety, all declared to have 
been practiced upon inmates of the reforma- 
tery here by their guards, has been pre- 
pared by members of the legislative investi- 
gating committee and is on its way to Chi- 
cago. 

All Gay men who will be witnesses when 
the full committee arrives here were ques- 
tioned about the iuner workings of the insti- 
tution, with the result that tales of ingenious 
méthode of torture, which never before have 
been told outside the stone walls of the re- 
formatory, were related to the legislators, 

Endurance tests in the solitary, the 
water cure for insanity,“ and starvation 
were named by these witnesses as some of 
the means of bringing unruly boys around 
to the manner of thinking prescribed by 
their keepers. As far as has been learned, 
William Hamlin is the only boy who died 
under the treatment.“ Seores of boys who 
have been injured in this manner, however, 
will be questioned and permitted to tell just 
what goes on behind the thick wire mesh 
which secludes the “ solitary.”’ 


Suspended Seventeen Days. 


Probably the most surprising of the discov- 
eries made by the legislators was contained 
ip \the story of oné young inmate of the 


.refermatory, who, it is declared, was com- 


pelied to hang for seventeen days to the 
I of the “solitary —the cell in which 
illiam Hamlin lost his life. 

This is. but one detail of the “ endurance 
tests which the witness declares take place 
in the solitary daily. A dozen prisoners, he 
said, was the average number of boys who 
would de sen hanging by their wrists to 
the walls any day. It is significant, how- 
ever, that when the legislators made a tour 
of the institution they were not shown the 
solitary at all. 

It was R. G. McKee, a former guard at 
ths penal institution, who related the story 
of the seventeen day “endurance test. The 
neme of the inmate is being withheld by the 
legislators until the final hearing takes 
place here. 

Water Discipline Severe. 

“What other method of ‘ disciplining’ is 

tn vogue?’ 
“Well, water is sometimes used in large 
quantities as a means of showing the unruly 
the strait and narrow path, was the re- 
ply.

Tribune ‘Emergency Lodging House 
Shelters 480 Men and Municipal 
Shelter Has 350 More than Usual. 
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The need of The Tribune emergency lodg- 
ing house was demonstrated more forcibly 
than usual last night, when 480 men ap- 
plied for lodging and aid. This is nearly 
200 more than have been at the house for 
several nights. The cause of the increase 
lies in the fact that hundreds of men are 
being discharged from the ice gangs on the 
nearby lakes. 

The Municipal lodging house also had 350 
more men than usual. 

Distribution of $12,000 was made yesterday 
by Chairman William V. Kelley of the Busi- 
ness men’s relief committee to the various 
charitable organizations.

Prosecutor in Charleston Says 
Directors Must Answer.

PUTS LIFE ABOVE ‘INTEREST” 


Decision in Skirmish on Traction 
Wreck Due This Afternoon.

Charleston, III., Feb. 26.—[Special.]—In @ 
four hours’ argument, marked ,by invective, 
personal criticism, and heated pleading. 
John McNutt Jr., state’s attorney of Coles 
county, in his fight to have the cases against 
the five prominent Chicagoans under indict- 
ment here placed in the hands of a jury, com- 
pared the liability of the directors of a cor- 


poration to the responsibility of parents for 


the acts of their children. 


Judge Grosscup, Marshall Sampsell, E. A. 


Potter, Arthur W. Underwood, and Francis 
S. Peabody, the indicted directorate of the 
Mattoon City railway, upon which a wreck 
last August killed eighteen persons, are rep- 
resented by a long array of legal talent 
headed by Levy Mayer, but the young pros- 
ecuting officer, denied assistance by the 
county, is alone on the side of the state. 

His effort in the face of such strong odds 
brought approval from the spectators in the 
courtroom. There is a local feeling of re- 
sentment against the Chicago capitalists 
and their representatives, and when Mr. 
McNutt began his speech, shortly after the 
opening of the afternoon session of the 
court, the room was crowded with eager 
partisans, who manifested a desire to cheer 
him when his remarks neared the boiling 
point. 

Life Worth More than Interest.“ 

Proof of the local sentiment toward the 
interurban company ‘was given in some of 
these moments when the lawyer went to the 
extreme of personal denunoctation. He was 
interrupted occasionally by the attorneys 
for the defense, and his method of receiving 
corrections and suggestions showed little 
sympathy for their position. 

The most learned coungel from Chicago.“ 
he said, referring to Levy Mayer, comes 
down here with a perverted idea of the du- 
ties of a director. While I should like to be 
one of his kind of directors, doing nothing 
but clip coupons, I want to say that here in 
Coles county we think more of the lives of 
our people than of the interest on our in- 
vestments.” 

The most succinct and direct attack he 
administered was during the general criti- 
cism of the “ lackadaisical ” attitude of the 
directors upon matters of business. Coupled 
with this was the insinuation th knew 
nothing of how to control their property and 
probably were unable to give it able manage- 
ment. 

„Take Mr. Potter, for instance, said he. 
„He's a good fellow, but hasn't the business 
judgment of a 10 year old boy.“ 


Veiled Charge on Grosscup. 

His opening words were in the nature of an 
attack upon his opponents 

“They have said there were only two 
counts of importance in the first two indict- 
ments,” he said, “ and all the rest are like 
them in every way. That's all buncombe. 
The counts are not the same in any way. 
They know they are not, and why they say 
they are I can’t understand.“ 

After reading from the true bills to illus- 
trate this point he took up his general answer 
to Attorney Mayer’s speech of yesterday. 

“There certainly are duties imposed upon 
the directors of a corporation,“ he began, 
“and should a man who, through political 
preferment or other means, attains high 
worldly position be declared less liable than 
any other? 

“Shall He sit in his office, whether on a 
federal bench or elsewhere, and see nothing 
and do nothing? 

„Shall he say: ‘Go ahead and run things 
as you want. All I desire is the honor of 
my position and the income 7 

Says Directors Must Answer. 

„The public looks to a corporation, in a 
Way, for recompense for damage done, but 
the corporation can’t move—not a wheel can 
stir unless the directors say so. We must 
get to the man who is running the business— 
to the directors—because they put in charge 
here a man who, in three years, hes had 
three wrecks. 

“The law says the responsibility is upon 
the men having personal charge of the man- 
agement and that means the directors. From 
the man who puts the first shovelful of coal 
into the firebox to the man who turns the 
controller lever, not one would stir without 
authority of the directors. 

“A man has no right to become a director 
unless he is willing to exercise the diligence 
necessary to the best conduct of the com- 
pany’s effaire. A true man would not shirk 
the responsibility by saying that he had no 
hand in the affairs of the company. 

„It is your business, Mr. Director, to hire 
employés who won't kill people. If you can’t 
get along without that, get out of the busi- 
ness. Stop killing people. 

“Tf a man drove a wagon through our 
streets the way your cars are driven he 
would be mobbed.” 

The state’s attorney hed not completed his 
argument at adjournment of the court for 
the day. He will occupy about two hours 
more, and will be followed by Attorney 
James M. Graham of Springfield. Levy 
Mayer will close for the defense. The opinion 
of Judge Thompson, which is expected to be 
oral, is looked for late in the afternoon to- 
morrow.

Operators at the small sta- 
tions where the business of train dispatch- 
ing is less important than the commercial 
work, and where the latter will not bear the 
expenses of maintaining more operators than 
at present, will be transferred to the more 
important stations, and the smaller stations 
will be closed.

The general committee of 
the Northern Pacific railroad telegraphers in 
session at St. Paul has received information 
from authentic sources that neither the Chi- 
cago, Milwaukee and St. Paul nor the Chica- 
go, Burlington and Quincy contemplate mak- 
ing any reduction in the pay of operators 
under the new law. 

General Superintendent 8. G. Strickland 
declared that the Omaha road has arranged 
to comply with the law and that there will 
be no reduction in the wages of telegraphers. 
However, he declared that a rearrangement, 
of the schedule of working hours and a dif- 
ference in the strength of the force of oper- 
ators attached to a number of stations will 
be made. 

Advices from Butte, Mont., state that the 
Northern Pacific in that state has taken the 
other tack. and has declared its intention of 
reducing the scale of wages to telegraphers, 
basing the reduction on the new positions 
created by the federal law. In a conference 
between General Manager Slade and a com- 
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mittee of telegraphers this position was main- 
tained, and an appeal to Third Vice Presi- 
dent C. M. Levey resulted in the submission 
of a new. schedule by the road, in which sal- 
aries were cut from $5 to $10 a month. 

The decision of the. commission today will 
be anxiously awaited by railroad, officials. 
as it will be the signal for immediate read- 
justment if the appeal of the roads is denied.

Men Put Up Strong Plea. 

On the other hand, the men insist that the 
general scale on the Southern railway always 
haz been less than that on northern lines. 
The Southérn road proposed a return to 
the old schedule of October, 1906. 

This meant a reduction of approximately 
10 per cent all along the line in the mechaa- 
ical departments. 

During the last two weeks representatives 
of the machinists, engineers, power men, 
firemen, railway telegraphers, and others 
have been in conference here, with the hope 
of arranging some compromise, or even of 
preventing any reduction whatsoever. 

Some of the men recognized the fact that 
there was a financial stringency and a 
manifest reduction in freight traffic. They 
believed, however, that this was temporary, 
and they considered it unfair for them to es- 
tadlish a new wage scale. 

They pointed out the fact, of which there 
Is ample proof, that the Southern railway 
made no attempt to raise wages after the 
panic of 1898 until long after it had en- 
joyed the profits from a rushing business. 

The advance in wages, it is declared, was 
made only when the men applied pressure, 
ana after they had been compelled to work 
for several years at ae scale entirely out of 
portion to the tra 
8 They declare now that the road should bear 
some of the burden in the other direction, 
and that wages should not be reduced until 
it was amply demonstrated that there was 

a permanent commercial depression through- 
4 the south. 

Law Put to Test. a 

President O'Connell of the Internationa 
Association of Machinists s&id today that 
the union he represented would be only too 
glad to accept the mediation of the commis- 
sioner of labor and the interstate commerce 
commission under the new law. 

Tt remains to be seen how far the moral 
effect of such mediation will prevent a strike. 
The test is an excellent one. The Southern 
railway is not a money making concern. In 
many respects it does not begin to pay as 
high wages as the railroads in the north. 

On the other hand, living is cheaper in the 
south, and the general wage scale there is 
lower than tm the north. The wholetheory 
of the Erdman law is that both sides to a 
controversy will ultimately be forced to ac- 
cept the finding by disinterested federal offi- 
cials. 

Like Anthracite Coal Case. 

The case is much the same as that of the 
anthracite coal commission. That tribunal 
had no authority of law, and yet its find- 


mes were accepted almost without hesita- 
ton dy both parties, the public, as usual, 
1 being the only loser by the transaction. 


It is easy to see that F, after an ex- 


Phdustive examination, the commissioner of 


labor and the interstate commerce commis- 
sion Should decide that the Southern rail- 
way was not justified in cutting the wages 
of its men, it would be difficult for that 
corporation to defy the finding, in the face 
of strong public opinion. 

On the other hand, if the federal mediators 
discover that the rallway is doing business 
at à loss, and that it cannot pay Actual 
operating expenses, except by a reduction 
of wages, a strike under such oircumstances 
would be a failure before it was started. 
Public opinion would unquestionably sup- 
port the railroad as against the men. and the 
result would be, as it always is in such cases, 
that new employees would be found who 
would be willing to accept the new scaie, and 
the old men would simply have turned them 
selves out of a job. 


How Mediators Will Proceed. 

The new mediation will begin at once. The 

interstate commerce commission and the 
commissioner of labor will first cite the rail- 
road officials and the representatives of the 
men to present the facts to them, and wil) 
endeavor to get them to agree, as far as pos- 
sible, om certain facts and figures. 
' ‘Testimony then will be taken as to the 
finances of the road and the cost of living 
of the men. The first attempt, of course, is 
to secure an agreement between the railroad 
and its employés. 

Failing that, after all possible information 
has been secured, the mediators will proceed 
to express an opinion as to whether the pro- 
posed cut in wages should take place, either 
in whole or in part. 

Having proceeded that far, mediation on 
the part of.the United States ceases, and it 
will remain for the men or the railroad, as 
the cage may be, to accept the findings or to 
stand out and make a test of what it means 
to defy the public opinion which is pretty 
sure to be behind such a report by a disin- 
terested government tribunal. 


FURTHER BATTLESHIP PROBE. 


Admiral Capps Refutes Reuterdahl 
Article and Admiral Mason Will Ap- 
pear at Executive Session Today.

Aldrich Bill Assailed.

Senator Nelson of Minnesota denounced 
the bill as of no importance in its present 
form. He spoke of “ loafers” in New York 
who live on stock manipulation. Thirty- 
eight per cent of the money in New York was, 
at the time of the panic, he declared, loaned 
on call or demand notes—a kind of loan, he 
said, that is made only on stocks and is not 
available for business men. 

“Big Banks on Lowest Level.“ 

The proposition he recommended to tneure 
deposits was met by big banks with a pro- 
test against placing the little banks on the 
same level with them. 

These big banks,“ he declared, with em- 
phasis, are getting on a high horse and 
say nothing should be done to protect de- 
positors. The panic demonstrated that the 
big bankers are on the lowest level.“ 

He was surprised, he said, that the chair- 
man of the finance committee had put no 
provision in his bill to prevent a repetition 
of the lawless practices of banks, as pur- 
sued in the panic, although he had deplored 
that lawlessness."’ 


COXEY WAFTS INTO CAPITAL 
MINUS HIS ARMY THIS TIME. 


„General“ Plans Tour of United States 
in Special Car and Has Two Bills 
for Congress. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 26.—[Special.]— 
Gen.“ Jacob S. Coxey of Massillon, O., 
blew into the capitol building today and was 
received with open arms—by newspaper men. 
Coxey has no intention of organizing another 
army of the unemployed, but he intends to 
continue his fight for the masses.“ 

It is his intention to begin in the spring a 
tour which will take him all over the United 
States. 

“I will travel in a private car,“ said Coxey, 
“and take with me a circus tent in which to 
hold meetings. My, campaign will be one of 
education.

LINCOLN’S NATIVE STATE WINS. 


IHinois Tardy in Inviting President 
Roosevelt to Attend Birth Center 
nial of Martyr Next Year. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 26.—[Special.]— 
Kentucky has beaten Illinois in obtaining the 
presence of President Roosevelt at the cele- 
bration of the centennial of the birth of 
Abraham Lincoln, Feb. 12, 1909. That is, if 
the president goes to any Lincoln centennial. 

Senator Cullom visited the White houge 
today to invite Mr. Roosevelt to attend the 
celebration next year at Springfield, where 
Lincoln is buried. 

Lincoln was born in Kentucky, and citizens 
of that state also are preparing to com- 
memorate the one hundredth anniversary of 
his birth. The president announced that 
Kentuckians already had invited him, and 
that, if he were to attend any celebration, it 
would be fn their state.

IN TROLLEY CARCOLLISION. 


Holland’s Fair Ruler and Consort Nar- 
rowly Escape Injury in Crash That 
Wrecks Royal Carriage. 


THE HAGUE, Feb. 26.—Queen Wilhel- 
mina and Prince Henry, her husband, had a 
narrow escape from injury in a carriage ac- 
cident near the palace today. The prince 
was driving the carriage. In a narrow part 
of the road an electric street car at full speed 
collided with the vehicle. 

The carriage was wrecked, three wheels 
being torn off, but neither the queen nor the 
prince was hurt.

John Mitchell, former president of the fed-

cago and would be a substantial help to the 
county ticket in case he were nominated. 

Half of the candidates who have been con- 
sidered thus far are Chicago democrats— 
Col. James Hamilton Lewis, John P. Mc- 
Goorty, and William Prentiss being among 
those who regard themselves in the light of 
possible candidates. Down state there are, 
among others, William Shutt Sr. of Spring- 
field and Fred Kern of Belleville. 

Ot the democratic leaders who are begin- 
ning to see the possibility of democratic suc- 
cess this year some coneider Mitchell the 
strongest man who could be named to head 
the state ticket, and are concerned chiefly 
with the f that his health will not permit 
his candidacy. They are chiefly hopeful of 
the Cook county ticket and want Mitchell's 
aid for it. 


Republican Committee to Meet. 

Although the republican county central 
committee is to meet tomorrow afternoon for 
the purpose of deciding on a method of se- 
curing delegates to congressional conven- 
tions for the naming of national delegates, 
the plan to be usefi in the Second district has 
been decided on and the Taft promoters have 
been told that the delegates will be instructed 
for Taft for second choice. 

The Second district plan, which may be 
adopted by the other districts or which may 
be changed as the result of the g@punty com- 
mittee meeting, is to have massmeetings 
called in the four wards composing the dis- 
trict, the Sixth, Seventh, Eighth, and Thirty- 
third.

Eventhe 
Taft people no longer ask for primaries, 
understanding that the election com mission - 
ers will not permit the use of the republican 
aldermanic primaries and realizing that the 
cost of holding a special primary election 
would be almost prohibitory. 

They have been given assurances that the 
delegates in many of the Chicago districts 
will be inetructed for Secretary Taft as sec- 
ond choice, and say they will be satisfied 
with this if the delegates selected be men 
who will carry out the second choice” in- 
structions.

A. D. Jene, Arrested on Complaint of 
Little Girls, Said to Be Out of Court’s 
Reach in Northern Wisconsin.

Joseph Z. Uhlir, the republican alder- 
man who ts up for reélection in the Twelfth 
ward, will be opposed in the election by Will- 
iam F. Brennan, former deputy commission- 
er of public works, if the democratic pri- 
maries work out satisfactorily to the latter.

REFORMING THE LEGISLATURE. 

The Legislative Voters’ league says the 
direct primary law ‘has “placed in the 
hands of public spirited citizens the 
weapon to end an intolerable condition 
in the general assembly. The law certain- 
ly has made it possible to get better legis- 
in this county if the 
“public spirited citizens” shall go into 
the campaign preceding the primaries 
with some approach to the energy and 
thoroughness that will be displayed by the 
politicians who in the past have had, it is 
alleged, much more to do with nominations 
than the voters. 

Long before the primaries are held the 
men who now control the party machin- 
ery will settle on the persons they favor 
for state senators and representatives and 
will begin to take steps to get votes for 
them. Any man can have his name put 
on the primary ballot of bis party by 
filing a petition signed by one-half of 1 
per cent of ite active voters, but in order 
to make a show at the primaries in a 
district where in all probability the great 
majority of the voters never ‘heard of him 
he must have some kind of an organiza- 
tion behind him or he must make an 
active canvass, so that the voters may 
become acquainted with him. That is not 
an easy task in a populous city district. 

So, even with the direct primary law, 
the men who have been in the habit of 
picking out the party candidates for the, 
legislature’ will go into the contest with

In this particular instance he had man- 
aged to substitute, without the knowledge of 
the pawnbroker, a couple of lumps of coal 
wrapped up in tissue paper for some of Lady 
William's jewelry, on which he had ob- 
tained a loan of a couple of thousand dollars. 

As the box containing the jewelry was 
sealed up with his own seal, on the under- 
standing that it was not to be broken y 
the pawnbroker unless, after the expiration 
of twelve months, the articles had not been 
redeemed or the ticket renewed, the fraud 
might never have been discovered had not 
one of the partners of the pawnbroking firm 
died, which necessitated a careful exarhina- 
tion of the stock and pledges, 

Lady William at once offered to pay the 
pawnbroker in full, but neither the police 
nor the public prosecutor would permit the 
case to be compromised, in view of the fact 
that Lord Nevill was an ex-convict, and 
accordingly he was given another term in 
the penitentiary. 

At the time of the last trial it developed 
that the fortunes of the house of Murrietta 
are. now sufficiently restored to furnish an 
income of some $20,000 or so to Lady Will- 
iam, mainly derived from mining property in 
Spain.

A few months before his last conviction 
Lord William was examined in the County 
court with regard to his resources in con- 
nection with some debts which he had con- 
tracted and which he was unable to pay, 
and was able to prove that he had received 
nothing whatever from his father, the old 
marquis of Abergavenny, nor from any 
members of his own family, but was entire- 
ly ‘dependent upon the charity of his wife 
and of her relatives. 

He likewise volunteered the information 
that the book which he had published on 
_his prison experiences had brought him all 
told bat $1,500, in spite of the immense 
amount of advertising it received on both 
sides of the Atlantic, and he added that even 
this $1,500 had been seized by his créditors. 
His statement that he received an,allow- 
ance from his wife's father can have caused 
no surprise, for those endowed with good 
memories must have recalled the fact that 
at the outset of Lord William's trouble in 
eonnection with Capt. Spender Clay the 
marquis of Abergavenny issued a notifica- 
tion in the newspapers to the effect that his 
son, Lord William Nevill, had been disowned 
by him and that he had ceased to have any 
connection with Lord Abergavenny's fam- 
ily and would never be permitted to hold any 
intercourse with them again. 

Lord Abergavenny (whose name must he 
pronounced Aberghenny) was for many 
years’ the president of the conservative 
union and machine in England, and it was 
in his carriage that the late Lord Beacons- 
field and Lord Salisbury made their tri- 
umphal entry into London when they re- 
turned home at the close of the congress 
of Berlin in 1878, proclaiming Peace with 
honor.” 

— 


Although Lord Abergavenny bears the 
same arms and the same patronymic as the 
great ear} of Warwick, the kingmaker, 
portra by Bulwer Lytton as The wast 
of the Barons,“ yet he is descended not from 
that most famous of all Nevills but from 
Sir Edward Nevill, an uncle of the king- 
maker and, through his mother, a grand- 
son of John of Gaunt, therefore a great- 
grandson of King Edward III. 

Lord Abergavenny and also his ex-convict 
son, Lord William Nevill, have the blood of 
the Plantagenet kings in their veins. This 
Sir Edward Nevill, uncle of the kingmaker, 
was created Lord Bergavenny im 1450, hav- 
ing inherited the castle and lands of Berga- 
venny through his wife, granddaughter and 
heiress of William Beauchamp, lord of 
Bergavenny. 

From that time férth the barony of Berga- 
venny has descended without interruption 
in the male line of the Nevils, the seven- 
teenth baron being promoted to an earldom 
at the beginning of the elghteenth century, 
while the present and fifth earl and twenty- 
first baron has been raised to a marquisate. 

It was the ninth baron who, in the reign of 
King James, changed the name of his title 
from Bergavenny to Abergavenny. 

— 


The old marquis is known in the country 
around Nevill hall, Abergavenny, the Welsh 
town from which he takes his title, as the 
king of Monmouth,“ but makes his princi- 
pal home at Eridge castle, near Tonbridge, 
in Kent,. which has been in the possession 
of his family for more than five centuries 
and which includes a grand old deer park, 
widely renowned for its picturesque beauty, 
and which remains today much the same as 
described in the Doomsday book, compiled in 
the reign of William the Conqueror. 


4 Queen Elisabeth is on record as having 


spent a week there at Eridge castle in 1578 
as the guest of the Lord Bergavenny of ths 
day—in fact, of the Lord Bergavenny who 
was appointed by her to sit in Judgment upon 
Mary Queen of Scots. 

Lord Abergavenny, who celebrated his 
goth birthday by a dinner to all his em- 
ployés at Eridge castle, insisting upon his 
old chief butler taking a seat at his right 
hand, much to that worthy’s perturbation, 
is so generally popular that he has come in 
for a considerable amount of sympathy in 
connection with the sorrows which he has 
gustained through his children, 

— 


For, while Lord William Nevill has be- 
come in every sense of the word an outcast, 
with no regard for the traditions of his house 
nor for its ancient motto of “ Ne vile velis 
(wish nothing base), the old marquis’ eldest 
son and heir, the earl of Lewes, has long 
been under_restraint as incurably insane, 
Y while his twin daughters, Rose and Violet, 
have each ef them figured in an extremely 
sensational manner in the divorce court—

Irrigation, power supply, water for domes- 
tio and municipal use, and water Carriage 


considered in the adoption of any general 
plan with regard to the rivers of the country. 

The cause of the decadence of river nav- 
igation is laid to the railroads. These car- 
riers, the president's letter said, had choked 
off water competition by reducing their tar- 
Urs where water competition was possible 
and by acquiring heavy interests in river 
steamboat lines. 

: Power Rights in Peril. 

Power corporations, the president said, are 
endeavoring to increase their grip on the pub- 
lic by obtaining water right grants in per- 
petuity. Lack of official foresight is blamed 
for the existence today of so many power 
monopolies and a complete reversal of policy 
is urged, 
5 this connection the president's letter 
said: | 

No rights involving water power should 
be granted to any corporation im perpetuity, 
but only for a length of time sufficient to al- 
low them to conduct their business profit- 
ably. 

A reasonable charge should, of course, be 
made for valuable rights and privileges 
which they obtain from the national govern- 
ment, The values for which this charge is 
made wil) ultimately, through the natural 
growth and orderly development of our popu- 
lation and industries, reach enormous 
amounts. 

A fair share of the increase should be 
safeguarded for the benefit of the people, 
from whose labor it springs. The proceeds 
thus secured, after the cost of administration 
and improvement has been met, should nat- 
ur@lly be devoted to the development of our 
inland waterways. 

“The report justly calls attention to the 
fact that hitherto our national policy has 
been one of almost unrestricted disposition 
and waste of natural resources, and em- 
phasizes the fundamental necessity for con- 
serving these resources upon which our 
present and future success as a nation pri- 
marily rests. 

Running water is a most valuable natural 
asset of the people, and there is urgent need 
for conserving it for navigation, for power, 
for irrigation, and for demestic and munic- 
wal supply.“ 


Inland Canals for Defense. 


In discussing advantages, other than those 
of a commercial nature, which would follow 
proper development of an inland waterway 
system, the president wrote: 

“The development of our inland water- 
ways will have results far beyond the imme- 
diate gain to commerce. Deep channels 
along the Atlantic and gulf coasts and from 
the gulf to the great lakes will have high 
value for the‘national defense. 

“The use of water power will relleve the 
drain upon our diminishing supplies of coal, 
and transportation by water instead of rail 
only will tend to conserve our fron. 

Forest protection, without which river 
improvement cannot be permanent, will at 
the same time help to postpone the threat- 
ened timber famine, and will secure us 
against a total dearth of timber by providing 
for the perpetuation of the remaining wood- 
lands. f 

Irrigation will create the means of liveli- 
hood for millions of people and supplies of 
pure water will powerfully promote the pub- 
lic health. If the policy of waterway im- 
‘provement here recommended is carried out 
it will affect for good every citizen of the 
republic. 

“The national governmem must play the 
leading part in securing the largest possible 
use of our waterways; other agencies can 
assist, and should assist, but the work is 
essentially national in its scope.“ 


Would Begin with Mississippi. 


Lack of. funds prevented the gathering 
and compilation of data needed before a 
comprehensive plan could be prepared by the 
commission. In explaining this the presi- 
dent’s message said: 

Being without funds or an expert staff, 
the commission has confined itself to prin- 
ciples affecting the whole problem and the 
entire country. : 

Its report is a plea, in the light of actual 
facts, far simplicity and directness in deal- 
ing with the great problem of our inland 
waterways in the interest of the people. It 
submits no specific plans or recommenda- 
tions concerning even the most important 
projects. 

“The first of these, of course, concerns 
the Mississippi and ts tributaries, whose 
commercial development will directly affect 
half our people. 

“The Mississippi should be made a loop 
of the sea and work upon it should be begun 
at the earliest possible moment. Only less 
important is the Atlantic inner passage, 
parts of which ape already under way. 

“The inner passages along the gulf coast 
should be extended and connected with the 
Atlantic waters. The need for the develop- 
ing of the Pacific coast rivers is not less 
pressing. Our people are united in support 
of the immediate adoption of a progressive 
policy of inland waterway development.“ 


Findings of Commission. 


The report of the waterways commission is 
based on the results of its inspection trips 
on the great lakes and the Mississippi and 
Missouri rivers. It says that there are 
25.000 miles of navigable rivers im the coun- 
try, with an equal amount available to 
navigation by improvement. 

There also are in existence 2,500 miles of 
navigable canals and more than 2,500 miles 
of sounds, bays, and bayous readily con- 
nectible by canals aggregating less than 
1,000 miles in length, which would form inner 
passages paralleling the Atlantic and gulf 
coasts. 

The commission finds railways unable at 
all times to handle the traffic offered, and 
cites this as a cause for the improvement 
of the waterways. 

It finds that the storage of flood Waters 
and kindred work in the west has put 10,- 
000,000 acres of land under irrigation and 
added 250,000 homes and hundreds ot 
millions of dollars to the country's wealth. 

The recommendations of the commission 
are in line with the policy often announced 
by the president and repeated in his message 
today. | 

It is urged that any plans for the im- 
provement of navigation in inland water- 
ways shall consider purification of the 
waters, development of power, control of 
floods, reclamation of land by irrigation and 
drainage, and all other possible uses of the 
waters. 8 ine 1

U. 8. Steel-Tariff Revision. 


Washington advices indicate that the at- 
titude of the United States Steel corpora- 
tion in holding up prices is causing con- 
siderable discussion of tariff revision. Speak- 
ing on this s , One correspondent says: 

The tariff on steel will undoubtedly form 
one of the principal and most sharply con- 
tested fea in tariff revision when that 
subject comes up next 3 as it is now 
fully expected that it will. Fora long time 
there has been a distinct feeling that the 
steel corporation would bear looking into 
with a great deal of detail. So long as con- 
ditions continued prosperous there was a 
general reluctance to attack the corporation. 
This was partly due to the belief that the 
concern was acting wisely and conserva- 
tively and was not seeking to raise prices 
to the unreasonable extent seen in the case 
of other combinations. 

It the friendly feeling thus created could 
be maintained the steel combination would 
be in much better shape to resist the on- 
slaught of tariff revisionists when the time 
comes. But it already is evident that by 
continuing its present point of view in this 
matter it will be likely to fritter away the 
support which it has accumulated by its 
comparative wisdom in the past.” 


Atchison Expenses. 

Vice President Jansen of the Atchison is 
quoted as saying that the operating ratio is 
70 per cent and that they cannot get it down. 
The company granted a $2,500,000 wage in- 
crease last year, and the directors can see no 
other way out of it than that employés must 
cobperate with the management and a reduc- 
tien be made. 


Cut in General Electric. 


The General Electric is now booking orders 
at the rate of $3,000,000 a month, or less than 
50 per cent of the volume of orders one year 
ago. The plants are equipped to handle an 
output of. $80,000,000 of electrical goods a 
year, and the gross sales at less than $40,000,- 
000 at present, the cost of production per unit 
bas shown a considerable advance, which has 
more than wiped out whatever saving is 
being made in the cost of copper. 


Review of U. S. Steel Earnings. 


There has been prepared by Babcock, 
Rushton & Louderback a review of earnings 
of the United States Steel corporation and 
deductions therefrom since the organization 
of the concern. This shows that since 1901 
the total net earnings have been $842,130.- 
201. Appropriations from income for de- 
préeciation, adjustment of various accounts 
and reserve fund to cover mining royalties 
have totaled $50,471,867. Capital charges 
from income have reached a total of $302,210 - 
291, leaving a balance of $480,248,042, which, 
less interest on United States Steel bonds 
and dividends, amounting in all to 8400342. 
574, leaves a surpius of $80,005,469. Add to 
this the surplus of 1901 and profits not here- 
tofore included and the total surplus is 
brought up to $113,173,855. 

The review shows that the present rate of 
dividends on the common stock has been 
easily earned in the worst of years and eight 
times over in 1907. 


New Coal Combination. 


There is being formed in Pittsburg a com- 
bination of coal companies to eompete with 
the Pittsburg Coal company and the Pitts- 
burg-Buffalo company in overland shipments 
and with the Monongahela River Consolidat- 
ed Coal and Coke company in water ship- 
ments. It will be composed of practically all 
of the smaller independent companies and 
be headed by Francis L. Robbins, late head 
of the Pittsburg Coal company and later 
president of the Monongahela River com- 
pany.
